Christians 
sometimes seek to persuade them- 
selves otherwise. Sentiment often 
outweighs fact in statements 
Christian writers make about 
death. The wish may be father to 
the thought. It is possible to go 
beyond what the Bible teaches. 
Such extremes are false and 
dangerous.

Death, by its very nature, can 
never be man’s friend. It is the 
result of sin. “The wages of sin 
is death’’ (Rom, 6:23). Sin is es- 
sentially evil. Therefore, it can 
produce nothing good. It never has 
done so, nor ever will. But death 
must_be reckoned with. We cannot 
disregard it merely because we 
dislike it. Every sensible person 
must face: 


1. The Fact of Death 

Death is a fact. It is a palpable 
reality. It lurks somewhere along 
the path we must take. We know 
not where it will meet us but we 
know that it is crouching there 
somewhere ready to spring upon 
us. It is not right, therefore, to 
brush death from your mind. Get 


ready to die! Preparedness is vital

In East Pakistan 


The death of a missionary child, 
Mary Barnard, in*East Pakistan, 
pointed up the need for medical 
and surgical care in that remote 
corner of the earth. Not only was 
no adequate care available in that 
city of 300,000 where sickness 
struck, but also along a coastline 
of several hundred miles there 
was not one skillful surgeon. Thus, 
the Association of Baptists for 
World Evangelism was guided to 
open their portion of that field 
to medical-surgical evangelism. 

Dr. Viggo B. Olsen and his wife 
have answered the Lord’s call to 
this needy mission field. Part of 
their program will be to build a 
large eight-wing hospital in which 
to carry on their work under the 


Association of Baptists for World | 


Evangelism. Because the construc- 


tion costs are low in East Pakis- 
tan, this modestly but sturdily 
built hospital can be erected for 


approximately $100,000—one-tenth 
of the amount needed for such a 
building here in the States. A 
Christian contractor has already 
been secured to oversee the build- 
ing work. Some of the money 
needed is already in hand and Dr. 
Olsen trusting God to lay it 
on the hearts of Christians to pro- 
vide the rest of the needed fund 
before he goes to the field this 
summer.

Death, even in prospect, has 
force enough to change man’s 
very outlook on life. Christ re- 
ferred to this when He spoke of 
the rich man. The man was boast- 
ing to himself. He said. 


“What shall I do, because I 
have no room where to bestow 
my fruits? And he said, This will 
I do: I will pull down my barns, 
and build greater; and there will 
I bestow all my fruits and my 
goods. And I will say to my soul, 
Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, and be merry. 
But God said unto him, Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be re- 
quired of thee: then whose shall 
those things be, which thou hast 
provided?” Luke 12:17-20. 


The rich man was a fool because 
he trusted his possessions as an 
insurance policy. Listen to the way 
King Solomon expressed the same 
idea: “The rich man’s wealth is 
his strong city, and as a high wall 
in his own conceit” (Prov. 18:11). 
There sits old Moneybags. His 
wealth surrounds him like a high 
wall. But in a moment, without 
warning, those walls. collapse. 
Suddenly the rich fool finds him- 
self without shelter. He has been 
surprised by the grim reaper’s 
visit. What a shake-up in values! 
Happy the man who faces these 
facts in time. “Prepare to meet 
thy God.” 


Dives, so-called, is another rich 
man of whom the Bible speaks. 
Dives saw things differently when 
death came. The story is in Luke, 
chapter 16. There our Lord draws 
aside the separating veil to show 
us the lost world. Before us is the 
rich man. He is in the torments of 
Hell. He cries for mercy— if only 
a bit of water to cool his tongue. 
He is tormented in flame. Then 
comes a strange request full of 
pathos. Dives pleads for his five 
living brothers. He asks that the 
beggar who lay at his gate full 
of sores be sent to testify to those 
brothers to keep them from Hell.

This is our 
Lord’s picture of a reality horrible 
beyond human power to fathom. 
The world we live in is filled 
with facts, stark and _ terrible. 
Man’s inhumanity to man, even in 
recent wars, has been so fearful 
it would crush any one of us if 
we were to feel its true impact. 
Yet men seek by argument to rule 
out the fact of God’s future pun- 
ishment for wicked men. Let those 
who will, prate their shallow non- 
sense. They are confident their 
credentials permit them to tell 
God what He cannot do-in His 
universe. Such men will talk. Let 
them talk! But mark this fact. 
The truth presented by Jesus 
Christ will never be set aside. 
These are ultimate explanations of 
life’s great enigmas. Christ can 
be trusted. 


3. The Fearfulness of Death 


The book of Hebrews tells why 
Jesus Christ came to earth. It 
was “that through death he might 
destroy him that had the power 
of death, that is, the devil; and 
deliver them who through fear of 
death were all their life time 
subject to bondage” (Heb. 2:14, 
15). 


The Bible declares the Devil had 
the power of death. With this 
weapon he sowed terror through 
the human family.

Suddenly, without 
warning, it often strikes.

You observe that the word 
“fasting” is omitted in the Ameri- 
can Standard Version. 

Now you are ready to hear a 
briefer Scripture, from the eighth 
chapter of Luke: 


“Now it came to pass on a cer- 
tain day, that he went into a ship 
with his disciples: and he said un- 
to them, Let us go over unto the 
other side of the lake. And they 
launched forth. But as they sailed 
he fell asleep: and there came 
down a storm of wind on the lake; 
and they were filled with water, 
and were in jeopardy. And they 
came to him, and awoke him, say- 
ing, Master, master, we perish. 
Then he arose, and rebuked the 
wind and the raging of the water: 
and they ceased, and there was a 
calm, And he said unto them, 
Where is your faith?” 


Where Is Your Faith? 


“And he said unto them, Where 
is your faith?”—Luke 8:25. 


Jesus said unto His disciples 
some nineteen hundred years ago, 
on the storm-swept water, when 
they were all affrighted and filled 
with dismay, “Where is your 
faith?” And Jesus says to a great 
audience of men and women as- 
sembled in Fort Worth, Tuesday 
evening, June 12, 1917, “Where is 
your faith?” This is a question 
that needs to be asked very often, 
and it needs to be faithfully an- 
swered when we ask it, for it is 
about the most vital matter of 
all, even our faith. 

The conquering weapon is faith. 
“Without faith it is impossible to 
please God.” His Book so tells us. 
“This is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith.” 
We shall not have victory without 
faith. Of old, God’s plaintive ques- 
tion to His Israel was: “How long 
will it be ere ye believe me?” 
And that is His question to His 
Israel this very hour. “O my peo- 
ple, how long will it be ere ye 
believe me?” 

The undoing sin of Christians is 
their unfaith. We are all along 
saying, and correctly, that the un- 
doing sin of the unbeliever is his 
unfaith. “He that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he 
hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God,” 
and while he remains in that un- 
belief must continue to be con- 
demned. Rejection of Christ, un- 
belief toward Christ, that is the 
undoing sin. Even so, the undoing 
sin for Christians is their unfaith. 


Of old Israel could not enter 
the Promised Land because of un- 
belief, and even today, and every 
day, God’s people are kept out of 
many a promised land because of 


| unbelief. We doubt God’s ability, 


or we doubt His willingness, or 
both His ability and willingness, 
to help us, and we go our way, 
groping, and floundering, and fail- 
ing. It is not only a pity, but it 
is a sin, deep and tragical, if 
we are not steadily growing in 
faith. 

That was a beautiful tribute 
Paul paid the church at Thes- 
salonica when he said: “We are 
bound to thank God always for 
you, brethren, as it is meet, be- 
cause that your faith groweth ex- 
ceedingly.” It will not only be a 
misfortune, but it will be a sin 
if with you and me our faith is 
not steadily strengthening and 
growing. 


Faith Misplaced When De- 

pending on Appearances 

But now the fact confronts us, 
as pointed by the text, that our 
faith may be misplaced. The faith 
of the disciples on that storm- 
swept water was evidently mis- 


placed. They were disciples of | 


Christ. They were His friends and 
followers. But their hearts failed, 
and their faith went down, and 
they fainted in spirit. Their faith 
was misplaced. 

When is faith misplaced? I shall 
answer that it is misplaced when 
it is put in human appearances; 
and we are all along tempted to 
put our faith in mere human ap- 
pearances. How we are influenced, 
how we are swayed, how we are 
lifted up or cast down, by mere 
appearances! If the weather be 
fair, if no lowering clouds come 
to menace, if all goes merry as a 
wedding bell, our hearts seem 
hopeful .and our faith buoyant. 
But that is not the test. How is 
it when the heavens are darkened 
with clouds? How is it when the 
loved one gasps, and the sands 
of life seem running to the end?

Big Jim’s Wonderful 
Conversion 


May I tell you the most wonder- 
ful conversion that I. ever wit- 
nessed in all my life? Out in the 
Middle West, where it has been 
my delight to go many a time, in 
the outdoor camp-meetings, some 
years ago I went and found in 
that particular community some 
very difficult religious conditions. 
There were more aged. people in 
that community unsaved then I 
have ever witnessed anywhere in 
all my life, before or since. The re- 
ligious conditions of the communi- 
ty were hard and difficult. The 
people were set and gritty and 
hard in their relations toward one 
another. What a tragedy when that 
is so! I was there some two or 
three days, and more and more it 
dawned upon me how difficult all 
the conditions were. They told me 
daily about those white-haired 
men and women who went groping 
life’s way, without God and with- 
out hope. 


After some days they told me 
about Big Jim, the most difficult 
sinner, they said, west of Fort 
Worth, even as far west as El 
Paso, They so described him 
physically that I could not miss 
him if he came to the meeting, 
and they said: “He will come one 
time to hear you, and then he 
will swear at you, and rail at you, 
and curse out the whole meeting, 
and the preachers and the church- 
es and everybody, and then he 
will wait a year and icome back 
a year from now to go over the 
same performance again.’ That 
was their report of him. 


I stood up to preach one eve- 
ning and in came Big Jim. I could 
not miss him from their descrip- 
tion. Yonder he sat, far down the 
aisle before me, at the rear of 
great arbor, nor did he take his 
eye, it seemed, one time from the 
minister while his message was 
being given. At the close of the 
message, I made the call for men 


and women who would then and 
there humbly and honestly make 
Surrender of their poor, undone 
and sinful lives to the forgiving 
mercy and help of the Divine 
Saviour, and down every aisle 
white-haired men and women 
came. It was one of those memor- 
able nights, never to be forgotten. 


Big Jim kept his seat, nor did 
he seem to move. After awhile 
the meeting ended and the people 
gathered about me, or gathered 
in little groups to discuss the 
wonders that their eyes had wit- 
nessed that night. One after an- 
other was named who had “come 
over the line” and made the great 
surrender that night to Jesus. And 
then, ever and anon, these talkers 
would make a passing remark 
about the presence of Big Jim, 
and they speculated about his 
presence, and about the possibil- 
ity of his coming any more. One 
said: “No; he will not be back. 
He will swear at our preacher and 
at all the Christian people, nor 
will he return until next year.” 
But another said: “Yes; he had a 
different look on him tonight 
from what I have ever seen before. 
I look for him to come again. 
Never did I see him look as he 
looked tonight.” And so_ they 
talked pro and con. 


Presently the preacher slipped 
away from the crowd, for it was 
late, and wended his way around 
the hillside to the little cottage 
far removed from the camping 
throngs, where he might have 
quiet and rest, and as he went 
around that little mountain side 
he heard somebody talking. Oh, 
it was so earnest! The preacher 
did not mean to be en eavesdrop- 
per, and yet he seemed chained 
in his very tracks. And when he 
stopped and listened to _ that 
strange talk, he discovered in a 
moment what it was, and that 
there were two of them, and that 
they were praying, for one, who 
spoke for the two, said: 

“We two, O Christ, 
want Big Jim saved, that the 
mouths of gainsayers may be 
stopped in this country. They are 
saying, O Christ, that Big Jim is 
too much for God, that even God 
cannot stop him. They are saying 
that, and we want the mouths of 
gainsayers stopped, and the whole 
land to know that Christ is able 
to save even the chief of sinners; 
and we two, here on the mountain 
side, late in the night, give Thee 
Big Jim, believing Thy _ great 
promise: ‘If two of you shall agree 
on earth. as touching anything 
that they shall ask, it shall be 
done for them of my Father which 
is in heaven.’

I went quietly on my way. I 
do not know who they were, who 
thus Were praying. I never knew. 
I found my cottage, and the night 
passed, and the next day came 
and ‘wore to night-fall, and I was 
again under the arbor, facing the 
mass of people. I stood up to 
preach and looked everywhere, but 
Big Jim was not present. But 
just as I began to speak, in he 
came, at the same place as on 
the previous night, and then my 
message seemed to fly away, and 
I said: “We will pause and ask 
God to give the preacher what 
he ought to say. He does not know. 
He would speak God’s message, 
whatever it is, tonight, and this 
man will lead us-in prayer that 
the preacher may speak what and 
as Christ would have His preacher 
tonight to speak.” 


And the prayer was finished, 
and then the preacher’ began 
again, and told simply and only 
that story of the prodigal son, the 
easily influenced, impulsive youth, 
restless, dissatisfied, who went 
away from home against the pro- 
tests of wisdom and love, and 
took his part of the inheritance, 
and went down the toboggan slid 
at a rapid pace, and wasted al] his 
substance in riotous living. And 
when his substance was gone, his 
friends were gone. The hail-fel- 
lows-well-met of the other days 
had fled, and he was down yonder 
in the swine fields, this lad, feed- 
ing the swine, himself eating of 
the husks wherewith he fed the 
swine. One day, as the Scriptures 
tell the story, the young fellow 
‘came to himself.” He saw himself 
as he was. Memory was alert, and 
the months and the years of his 
separation from home came troop- 
ing back to his recollection, and 
the young man said: “I have 
sinned. I have missed it. This 
the way of defeat and death. I 
will go back to Father, and I will 
confess in his sight and in God’s 
sight how I have missed it, and 
how I have sinned.” 

And then he put that kindling 
desire into effect, that sublime 
resolution into action, and he be- 
took himself back the homeward 
way, and as he came toward the 
old home the father saw him, 
even from afar; the father was 
waiting, longing to see him; and 
down the road the father came 
and put his arms about the boy, 
as the boy began his confession, 
and the father called to a servant: 
“Bring the best robe for this boy,” 
and to another: “Kill the fatted 
calf,” and to another: “Bring the 
ring to put on this boy’s finger,” 
emblem of the love that never 
dies. And there was music, and 
there was rejoicing, and there 
was victory. 

That was all I said, except that 
I added: “This story of the prodi- 
gal son is simply a picture of the 
love of God going out after any 
soul on earth that has wandered 
away from God, which soul God 
wishes to forgive and recover and 
save, and will so save, if such 
soul will come to Him.” And then 
I said: “Will the audience remain 
seated? Without any singing at 
all, is there some man here to- 
night, a prodigal, far from Heaven 
and God, who says: ‘I want God’s 
mercy, and I will honesty yield 
myself to God to get it,’ let him 
come and take my hand.” 

Would you believe it? Big Jim 
started. Oh, the sight, the sight, 
the sight! And presently the men 
saw him coming and hundreds of 
sobbing men stood to their feet 
and sobbed aloud, and as he came 
down the aisle slowly, for it was 
with difficulty he walked, hun- 
dreds of men joined him and came 
down with him.

God’s Word Claimed 
Strengthens Faith 
But there is another word for 
me to bring you. How may we 


strengthen our faith? That is what 
you and I wish to know. How 
may you and I strengthen our 
faith?

First, if we would 
strengthen our faith, we need to 
make it a matter of prayer. I 
read you the passage of Scripture 
telling of a group of men who 
failed in their faith, and when 
they got Jesus alone they said:

If you are not a man of prayer, 
you are not a man of faith. If 
you are not a woman of prayer, 
you are not a woman of faith.

and without faith. If you and [I 
would have conquering faith, then 
you and I must make it a matter 
of constant prayer. Once when

faith.” And so you and I are ta 
come to Him, saying: “If you ex- 
pect this, or that, or the other 
great achievement, even the 
achievement of winning some poor 
soul, bedarkened and blinded by 
sin, away from such dreadful path 


to God, then increase our faith.” 

How may our faith be in- 
creased? If it is to be increased, 
then let us plead the promises of 
God.

of winning souls to Christ. “When 
he is come,” Jesus has promised 
it, “He will guide you into all 
truth.” “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, 
and im all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.” 

O brothers mine, you and I, with 
all humility and earnestness, want 
to ask God to guide us in this 
work we are in and to give us 
His own wisdom and power at 
every step that we take. 


Come, Holy Spirit, heavenly dove, 
With all thy quickening powers;

Wonderful, how wonderful, is 
God’s leadership by His Spirit and 
His power when we yield ourselves 
to Him!

A few years ago I was in Min- 
neapolis, that beautiful city of the 
Northwest, at one of the Bible 
conferences for the Northwestern 
states, speaking there daily for 
some two weeks, and it was my 
privilege while there to have daily 
fellowship with that nobly gifted 
preacher, Wayland Hoyt, one of 
the first preachers of his genera- 
tron. I had heard of an incident in 
his life, and I asked him about it, 
and he confirmed it. This was the 
incident: 

Dr. Hoyt had prepared with un- 
usual care in the other years a 
special sermon, hoping to reach 
one of the first citizens in his city 
on a certain Sunday night, with 
that same sermon. This citizen 
was an outstanding citizen, but 
not a Christian, and rarely came 
to church. The wife was a devcted 
Christian and church member. So 
at the Sunday morning service 
Mr. Hoyt signalled quietly to the 
wife, and sent by her a message 
to the distinguished husband: 
“Tell him that I ask specially that 
he will come tonight. I have pre- 
pared a sermon, hoping earnestly 
to help him. Tell him I ask him 
to come, I wish him to come.” 

The wife gave the message when 
She reached home, and the hus- 
band went to the telephone—he 
was a gentleman in every instinct 
and habit of his life—and took 
down the receiver and called the 
minister and gave the minister 
his grateful thanks for his cordial 
invitation, saying: ‘Certainly, I 
will be there tonight. How kindly, 
how considerate of you to be so 


| interested in me. Certainly, I will 


be there to hear you.” 

But before the nightfall a blind- 
ing storm filled the heavens, and 
the floods poured out of the clouds, 
and the people could not gather. 
Only a little handful hard by the 
church could gather at all. The 
minister made his way to the 
church and spoke to the little 
handful, but the one citizen he 
had thought about and specially 
prepared for was not there. 

The minister went home with 
his heart heavy, and he sat there 
late and long in his library that 
Sunday night, and he fell to mus- 
ing like this: “What a poor out 
I am making reaching that man!” 

And then something said to 
ulm: “Why don’t you imitate your 
Master and go to the man and 
preach your sermon to just one 


man, as Jesus after nightfall] 
preached His sermon on the new 
birth to Nicodemus, that fine 
citizen of old? Why don’t you 


walk in the steps of your Master 
and preach your best sermon to 
one man?” And that suggestion 
fairly boomed like a cannon in 
his ears and heart. He looked at 
his watch. It was midnight. He 
said: “Why, I could not go 
late at night.” And he sat, still 
thinking further, and something 
seemed to say to him, did say 
to him: “If you knew that that 
man’s house was in danger, or 
that his family were in danger 
you would brave any sort of 
weather to help them. Though the 
storm beat down the avenue, you 
would breast it to go and apprise 
him of the danger. Why won't 
you be consistent about the big- 
gest, most important thing of all?” 

And then Dr. Hoyt said he 
found himself putting on his rain- 


coat. He opened the door and 
breasted the great storm that still 
swept down the avenue. Block 
after block he trudged his way 
through the blinding storm. He 
said he found himself talking to 
himself, saying to himself: “Maybe 
the man will say I am crazy. May- 
be I am, but God knows I am 
trying to do the consistent thing.” 

Presently he came to the right 
house, and as he came toward it 
there was a light in one of the 
lower rooms, and he came up 
softly to the door, and knocked 
gently, not caring to disturb the 
household at one o’clock in the 
morning, and in a moment the 
door opened, and there standing 
was the citizen who had not been 
in bed at all, and out into the 
storm and the night the big citi- 
zen thrust his arms and drew 
Wayland Hoyt.out of the night 
and out of the storm, and drew 
him to his heart, and sobbed over 
him as a mother would sob over 
her children, saying to him: 
“Thank God, Mr. Hoyt, He sent 
you here to teach me how to be 
saved. I have been there in my 
library, reading the Bible and try- 
ing to pray. That word you sent 
me waked me up and stirred my 
heart. The storm kept me from 
going to church, but I could not 
sleep. I have been there reading 
the Bible and trying to pray, but 
it is all dark to me. Jesus sent 
you to teach me.” 


And Wayland Hoyt told me that 
in five minutes his_ interested 
citizen was rejoicing in Christ 
Jesus the Lord. What if Wayland 
Hoyt had not gone? God pity me 
and you maybe, as time and again 
your heart ached with a longing 
inexpressible for some lost soul, 
but you said: “I am unworthy. I 
am incompetent. I am unfit.” And 
you deadened your impression, and 
vou went your way, and such soul 
went his way, and maybe has gone 
into eternity ere this ‘Tuesday 
night. 

Oh, seek the guidance of God's 
Spirit for this task, and then fol- 
low Him! 

We are going in a moment, for 
my message is done. I have a 
question to ask you, and you will 
answer it candidly. This the 
question: Is there somebody in

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bokiness in preaching the Word. 
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knees doubled and his body fell 
heavily to the flour. 

At this very moment several 
guests and relatives entered the 
‘house. All rushed to assist the 
stricken man. But there was little 
to be done. Life had already fled. 

So happiness changed to hys- 
teria, the feast to a funeral. The 
tempting food was not tasted. 
Tears flowed instead of wine. As 
the guests arrived their happiness 
turned to horror and they depart- 
ed. Soon wreaths and flowers be- 
gan to arrive mutely testifying 
that life at best is not more se- 
cure than a passing breath. For 
the head of the house was gone. 
One minute he was here; the next, 
in another world! Death often 
strikes without warning. 

This was the case with Olga 
Weiss, the late wife of our beloved 
and honored friend, G. Christian 
Weiss. Mr. Weiss was in far-off 
Jamaica ministering the Word of 


God. The time.was about eleven 
o'clock the morning of January 
26. 1960. An hour earlier Mrs. 


Weiss had written her husband 
a letter. They had planned to meet 
in Chicago on his return from 
Jamaica. A relative visiting in the 
home passed her as she worked 
in the kitchen preparing the noon 
meal. Without warning of any 
sort, Mrs. Weiss suddenly slumped 
wver the table. Moments later her 
spirit had gone home to God. 
Yes, death is fearful because of 
the very suddenness with which 
it strikes. Such realities are 
strange and terrifying. But they 
are realities. Every man and wom- 
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en should think and act wisely be- 
fore the time. Someone has said: 


Loved ones will weep o'er my silent face, 
Dear ones will clasp me in fond embrace, 
Shadows and darkness will fill the place, 
Five minutes after | die. 


Faces that sorrow | will not see, 
Voices that murmur will not reach me, 
But where, oh where, will my spirit be 
Five minutes after | die? 


Science cannot conquer death. 
Let this be clearly understood. 
Only faith in Christ can remove 
the enemy’s sting. This is possible 
because faith in Christ assures a 
bright future beyond death. But 
today death still holds the field 
against all man’s efforts. 


How stubbornly death resists 
man’s puny efforts. Shall man con- 
quer? We hear much of the ad- 
vances of science. We are told of 
the great forward strides of medi- 
cine. These have rendered harm- 
less some diseases that were dead- 
ly in former epochs. But other dis- 
eases come to occupy places of 
first magnitude. These great kill- 
ers still stalk abroad today. Think 
of the heart disease. Consider can- 
cer. How terrifying are. their 
ravages, 

Infant mortality has been re- 
duced. But has there been any 
marked increase in the longevity 
of the human race? Tne Psalmist 
wrote on this subject three thou- 
sand years ago. His words are as 
modern as tomorrow's newspaper. 
He said, “The days of our years 
are threescore and ten; and if by 
reason of strength they be four- 
score years, yet is their strength 
labor and sorrow: for it is soon 
cut off, and we fly away” (Ps. 
90:10). 


4, The Finality of Death 

Let no one be deceived. God has 
made a way for lost men, Eternal 
life can be had in this life. But the 
question must be decided before 
death. To miss life here is to 
miss it forever. Salvation is offer- 
ed to us now. “For he saith, I have 
heard thee in a time accepted, and 
in the day of salvation have I 
succoured thee: behold, now is 
the accepted time; behold, now is 
the day of salvation” (II Cor. 
6:2). 

No man is wise who hopes to 
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change the course of his life at 
the last. All men want to die well. 
That was the desire of wicked 
Balaam. Said he, “Let me die the 
death of the righteous, and let my 
last end be like his’ (Num. 23:10). 
But Balaam did not turn to God. 
He continued in sin. And the Bible 
marks his sad end. He died wrong. 
He died in the wrong place. He 
died with the wrong crowd. The 
only sure way to die right is to 
live right. And a man starts to 
live right when he repents and 
trusts Jesus Christ. 


Woe to the man who hopes for 
another chance hereafter. Yonder 
world is not the place to settle the 
issues of the soul. Sin must be 
dealt with now. If sin draws you 
to death unsaved, you will be lost 
forever. As a man is at death, 
he must forever be. This is God's 
law. There is no appeal from it. 
Listen to King Solom6n’s words; 
they were written many centuries 
ago: “If a tree falls toward the 
south, or toward the north, in the 
place where the tree falleth, there 
it shall be” (Eccles. 11:3). 


Almost the last words in the 
Bible show that every man and 
woman must make his choice for 
or against the Son of God in this 
life. Notice these words: “He that 
is unjust, let him be unjust still: 
and he which is filthy, let him be 
filthy still; and he that is right- 
eous, let him be righteous still: 
and he that is holy, let him be 
holy still” (Rev. 22:11). 


Tom Paine lived an evil, godless 
life. He died the same way. His 
dying agonies were fearful to wit- 
ness. One who was present said, 
“The scene to me was appalling, 
and I wished to leave at once. I 
remember him as he lay with his 
head near the door we entered, his 
eyes glaring, his tongue uttering 
imprecations—apparently in agony 
of body and mind. His screams 
could be heard at a great distance. 
As I shrank back, they say he 
called on Jesus Christ for mercy 
one moment and blasphemed the 
next.” So wretchedly unclean was 
Paine’s blasphemous language that 
his nurse was forced to leave the 
room. She declared she would 
never stand at the deathbed of 
another infidel. 


The details of the death of Vol- 
taire are well known. When he 
was told that he could live but a 
little while, he pleaded with the 
doctor to spare his life for a 
month. The doctor answered that 
he could not guarantee him an 
hour of life. Voltaire, with a wild 
look in his eyes, lifted himself 
upon his elbows, grasped the doc- 
tor’s coat lapel, and cried, “Then, 
doctor, I'll go to Hell and you 
will go with me.” With these tor- 
turing thoughts, Voltaire went out 
to meet God. 


Christians do not die like that. 
William McKinley, our martyred 
President, made a brave but losing 
fight against his fatal wound. At 
last he was told by one of the at- 
tending physicians, “Mr. Presi- 
dent, this is the end.” 

The dying man smiled into the 
face of the physician and said, 
“All is well. Will you have those 
who watch sing for me and with 
me my hymn of faith, ‘Nearer my 
God to Thee, near to Thee: E’ven 
though it be a cross that raiseth 
me. ”’ 

D. L. Moody poured out his very 
life in service for Jesus Christ. As 
death stole toward him Moody 
said, “Earth recedés, heaven 
opens; this is my coronation day. 
I am going home. If this is death, 
there is no dark valley here. All 
is bright, all is sunshine.” 

A bereaved husband in Missouri 
wrote me the following letter last 
April: 


“Mrs. Wagner, bless her 
heart, is with her Lord. She 
passed away on January 17. 
After she came home from the 
hospital she seemed to be get- 
ting better. Then all at once 
she got liver and gall bladder 
trouble and when the doctor 
came, he said she had a heart 
ailment too. He said he would 
be back. 


“The next day, well the 
néxt morning, I was sitting 
with her, She said, ‘Daddy, I 
am going. Are you coming 
along?’ 

“T told her I was ready any 
time I was called. That was 
the last thing she said. I 
called Evelyn. Soon she stop- 
ped breathing. Well, we had 
our fifty-five years of good 
married life, six wonderful 


children, all of them were at 
the funeral.” 


How is it with you, my friend? 
How will it be with you in that 
hour? You can at this very mo- 
ment turn from your sin and cast 
yourself upon the mercy of Jesus 
Christ. Do you will to do it? That 
is the question. It is up to you. 
This is the choice that changes all 
the future. This is the decision 
that will decide your destiny. Re- 
member what Christ said in pray- 
er to God: “And this is life eter- 
nal, that they might know thee 
the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom thou hast sent” 
(John 17:3). 

True conversion to Jesus Christ 
can remove the fear of death. 
“The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the law. But 
thanks be to God, which giveth 
us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (I Cor. 15:56, 57). 
Let nothing, nothing in this world 
keep you from personal commit- 


by faith into your heart right now. 
Then tell your friends you have 
done it. Do it. Really do it.
